What Washington Thinks... 


ROUTH, surpluses, low prices, and 

a stubborn Congress have forced 
Secretary of Agriculture Benson to 
abandon most of his ideas of getting 
the government out of farm business 
any time soon. He still is firm in the 
faith that farmers will be better off 
in the long run if prices are allowed 
to seek their own market level with- 
out government interference, but he’s 
hemmed in by farm laws he can't 
change. He’s driven toward more, 
rather than less, government aid to 
agriculture by political pressures that 
mount as farm prices decline. (See 
article in this issue by Secretary Benson. 
—Editors.) 

The Southwest drouth was the straw 
that broke the secretary's core of re- 
sistance to farm subsidies. When some 
of the strongest states rights leaders de- 
manded — and got —- federal aid for 
cattlemen, Benson had to sidetrack his 
ideas. 


Disillusionment 


It has been a bitter and disillusioning 
retreat for Secretary Benson and his 
top advisers. Step by step they’ve been 
forced from their high optimism of 
last January to an acknowledgment that 
getting the government out of business 
is easier said than done. 

To their credit, Benson and his aides 
are trying to carry out even the farm 
programs in which they disbelieve. They 
hope in the long run to change them. 

Benson’s men have been getting 
rid of Commodity Credit Corporation 
stocks at bargain prices. They say it 
costs the government $400,000 a day 
to hold these stocks. They regard it 
as a good business practice for CCC 
to take its losses and cut down the 
overhead. 

This unloading of CCC stocks has 
further depressed market prices for 
such commodities as cottonseed meal, 
soybeans, and flaxseed. 

Meantime, CCC is accumulating huge 
new stocks of wheat, cotton, and corn 
that farmers have delivered from last 
year’s crops put under loan. Under 
the law, farmers have the choice of 
paying off their loans and selling their 


crops in the market or letting CCC 
take over and cancel their notes. This 
legal privilege is based on English com- 
mon law. 

Because market prices are below loan 
rates, farmers naturally let the govern- 
ment take title to the crops. In years 
like this it means that surpluses in gov- 
ernment hands build up fast. 

Secretary Benson would like to put 
an end to this unloading surpluses on 
the government by reducing price sup- 
ports. Congress won't let him. 


Administration’s Storm Center 


Secretary Benson is the storm center 
of the Eisenhower Administration. From 
one end of the country to the other, 
Benson and Ike’s “hard money” policy 
are the chief targets of attack. Talk 
persists here that Benson will be re- 
placed by the end of the year but there 
are no intimations of this from the 
White House. 

Actually, Benson could regain much 
lost political ground by launching a 
full-scale search for a new and better 
approach to farm price supports. GOP 
leaders on the Hill want him to start 
something in this line. He’s talking of 
it, but the men around him feel this is 
something which will have to be de- 
veloped slowly. Furthermore, their time 
is taken up completely by problems of 
surpluses and the programs that Con- 
gress has decreed. 

Thus it is that Rep. Hope (R., Kan.) 
is taking the lead in the search for a 
better answer to farm price supports. 
His House Agriculture Committee is 
holding country-wide hearings on the 
subject this month and next, hoping to 
get the viewpoints of many people. 





UMPER crops dominate the fall 

and winter farm outlook. The 
southwestern drouth is more than off- 
set by extra-good production else- 
where. 

Big production will hold prices of 
most staple crops at or below price- 
support levels the coming year. Rice 
is an exception—there is a world-wide 
shortage. 

Total supplies of wheat, corn, and 
soybeans are at all-time highs. Cotton 
supplies are far short of record levels, 
but the indicated crop is big enough 
to make the support price the highest 
one obtainable. 

Aside from individual hardship, the 
chief effect of the drouth is on cattle 
prices. Some think the worst of the 
price-depressing effects are over or 
soon will be after the big fall market- 
ings of grass-fed cattle. 

This belief that cattle prices will 
improve is based on the government’s 
drouth relief program, on the upswing 
in fed-cattle prices, and on the big 
feed crops. Demand for cattle to 
feed usually increases when feed is 
extra plentiful. 

Strong demand for feeders helps 
cow prices, also. Long-time records 
indicate that cow prices are likely 
to rise $1 to $2 per hundred later 
this fall. 

The huge increase in cattle slaugh- 
ter this year has amazed all livestock 
experts. In view of the big increases 
in supply, prices have held up re- 
markably well outside drouth areas. 

Although the price shock is great 
this year, experts think the big slaugh-

ter definitely improves the long-time 
cattle outlook. They think the big 
increases in beef supply is practically 
all showing up this year, and that beef 
production per person will increase 
very little the next few years. 

If prosperity holds, this means cattle 
prices will improve moderately the 
next few years rather than sink lower. 

USDA expects hog prices to stay 
rather high for the next twelve months, 
due to a smaller-than-expected fall pig 
crop. Most of the reduction in the pig 
crop came in the South and other 
regions outside the Corn Belt. 

Sheep and lamb prices are expected 
to move more or less in line with cattle 
prices. Similar rises in wool prices 
are not anticipated. 

Agriculture is in a basic adjustment 
period. Production is being shifted 
to fit the big changes in demand. Until 
this takes place and until the big sur- 
pluses are whittled down, there is little 
chance of price improvement. 

The Administration can’t wave a 
magic wand and bring back the high 
prices and profits of 1950-52. Farmers 
are in for a couple more years of not- 
too-good prices unless something un- 
foreseen happens. 

The shifts in production in the 
South are expected to result in: (1) 
Less cotton, peanuts, and wheat; (2) 
About the same amount of tobacco; 
(3) More rice if acreage can be de- 
veloped; (4) Continued trend to soy- 
beans; (5) More improved pastures 
and feed and more beef and dairy 
cattle and poultry.

| }STERELLosIs (circling disease) 
is quite common in cattle and sheep 
and also has been found in swine, 
goats, poultry, and man. Listerellosis 
does not affect many animals at one 
time but may occur year after year. 

The first symptom. noticed will be 
dullness, with a tendency for the af- 
fected animal to lag behind the rest 
of the herd or flock. The head may 
be held low or to one side, and if 
straightened will return to its former 
position. The animal usually will walk 
in circles, and always in the same di- 
rection. If the animal walks into a 
building or a fence it will stand with 
its head pushed up against the object. 
Paralysis and drooping of an eyelid 
or ear is quite common. 

The affected animals should be iso- 
lated and a veterinarian called as soon 
as possible. 

There seems to be little you can do 
to prevent this disease other than 
strict sanitation. 


Coccidiosis in Calves 


Coccidiosis is a widespread disease 
which brings on unthriftiness and 
death to calves. It is caused by tiny 
parasites which cannot be seen by 
the naked eye. These “coccidia” are 
passed out in the manure. They 
may live on a farm for over a year but 
if weather and moisture conditions are 
favorable they become infective in 
two or three days. 

The symptoms are a rapid loss of 
weight, weakness, bloody diarrhea, 
and pale mucous membranes inside 
the mouth and around the eye. Pneu- 
monia quite often goes ‘hand-in-hand’ 
with coccidiosis. Death may come 
within one day to two weeks. 

As soon as you notice a calf with 
bloody diarrhea, isolate it from the 
rest and call a veterinarian as soon as 
possible. Recovery depends on early 
diagnosis and treatment. 

Several of the intestinal sulfa drugs 
will work. Use one of these if you 
live in an area where there are no vet- 
erinarians. 

The pen or part of the barn where 
the sick calf has been should be 
cleaned and the bedding put on a 
field which will be cultivated. After 
the pen or building has been cleaned, 
it should be scrubbed with boiling wa- 
ter and lye at the rate of one can of 
lye to five gallons of water.

UCATION. .. What Should Be lis Vwtie Aims? 





The vital thing is that our boys and girls learn to participate 
intelligently in democratic affairs 


EPTEMBER marks the beginning of another school year, 
when teachers will begin carrying out programs to meet 
the physical, mental, social, and emotional needs of their 
pupils. 

Some of our boys and girls will attend schools inade- 
quately equipped and poorly constructed, although the great 
majority will have the advantages of excellent school plants 
which have the best in equipment and teaching service. 

But regardless of school buildings and equipment, the 
important thing is that public school teachers train our 
youth to participate intelligently and effectively in demo- 
cratic affairs. 

To participate effectively in democratic affairs requires 
a true understanding of our society, a grasp of the need 
for balance between individual desires and the general 
welfare, an awareness of the importance of the preserva- 
tion and further development of human freedom. All this 
implies strengthening of character, observance of the rights 
of fellowmen, loyalty to our country, and respect for 
righteous living. Herein lie the true aims of education. 

If these true aims of education are continuously pointed 
up to the youth of our country and exemplified by our 
teachers, our huge annual expenditures for public educa- 
tion will prove to be our best investment. 

Unfortunately, the stress and strain of the modern age 
has, to a very large extent, diverted society from the real 
aims of education. There seems to be more concern about 
teaching skill in highly specialized jobs than in creating in 
pupils a desire to practice those fundamentals upon which

the endurance of our country’s way of life depends. 

Of course, it is great to feel the power that stems from 
knowing that you are master of something. But every 
skilled workman, professional man, businessman, and 
farmer needs a broad understanding of the forces and 
principles which operate in the affairs of men. It never is 
safe to be high in chemistry or any other subject and low 
in ability to think straight and act vigorously. 

Political, economic, and social theories hostile to de- 
mocracy are striking at the heart of American life. These 
theories must be stamped out by an upright citizenship. 
This means a citizenship convinced by training and ex- 
perience that the dignity and worth of the individual is 
the basic tenet of the American way. 


HE basis for this type of citizenship must be found in 

the public schools as well as in the homes. If it is not 
found there, then those who administer our schools, col- 
leges, and universities should begin to season materialistic 
trends in education with more of the cultural and spiritual 
ideals of the past. 

If the expenditure of vast sums of money in transporta- 
tion, buildings, equipment, and teaching service is to 
be fully justified, our boys and girls must achieve the 
real aims of education. These cannot be realized except 
through a staff of teachers whose mental equipment is 
adequate to sudden and varied demands, and who believe in 
and teach that Americanism still is the great liberal philos- 
ophy of the world.

» N FARMS throughout the Southgfn states last fall, @ number of pasture and 
\¥ hay crop plantings were partifly given Over to an\experiment. A portion 
of the planting was made with Seed treated with a chemical disinfectant; the 
rest of the field was sown wiff untreated seed of the game lot. 

Results were surprising to’some of the growers who \took part in the tests. 
For example, Charles Alexander of Prattville; Alabama,\wasn’t particularly in- 
terested in seed treatmepf but agreed to plant the chemically treated seed on 15 
of the 32 acres he wasowing to rescue grass. The field was seeded on September 
20. On November £9, seedlings were counted in represéntative areas of both 
the treated and yfitreated sections. These counts showed a 23 percent better 
stand from the/treated seed. Even more important was the quality; plants in 
the treated apéa were from a third to a half larger than in the untreated section. 
In the untpéated section there was a heavy infestation of smut, but very little 
where trgated seed were sown. 

Whe the seed crop was harvested, almost 90 percent @f it came from the 
areaAwhere seed were treated. 

Jn Vinita, Oklahoma, Russell McClintock grew 227 percent more ladino 
glover seedlings from treated seed. In Elmer, Oklahoma, B.\F. Murphy showed 


‘a 158 percent increase in alfalfa plants in the area where treated seed were sown. 


Two farmers near Hartwell, Georgia, also received big increases. H. D. 
McLane got 164 percent more sericea lespedeza, and A. EL. Parks grew 124 
percent more Kentucky 31 fescue by using treated seed. 

Near Anderson, South Carolina, two growers tried treated seed on parts of 
their fields of Kobe lespedeza. Frank Hall got a 106 percent)\increase in stand, 
and Harry Drake showed a “whopping” 213 percent increage. 

A soil Conservation Service fieldman, M. R. Seaton, of Hart County, Georgia, 
observed nine tests in his area and was so impressed.that hé now,#§ advising 
farmers to treat all grass and small-seeded legume plantiags 

On 25 of last fall’s experimental plant- 
ings, checks were made by representatives 
of a manufacturer of seed-treatment chemi-

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armers Must Herp Decide ee 
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By EZRA TAFT BENSON 


Secretary of Agriculture 


T IS quite natural and proper that tarmers should be 

concerned about the problems which confront agriculture 

today. Many complex questions must be answered in 
the months ahead, and farmers not only have a right to 
know the Department's position on them but they should 
have full opportunity to help decide what the answers 
shall be. 

After talking with farmers, farm leaders, and industry 
groups from every section of the country in recent months, 
I am more firmly convinced than ever that our present 
farm programs are not adequate to meet the long-range 
needs of agriculture. Most people agree that they are 
geared too much to wartime or emergency conditions, 
rather than to the long-time objectives of a peacetime 
economy. 

My own criticism of some parts of our farm program, 
however, is not that I think they give the farmer too much. 
Rather, they give the farmer too littlk—they do not provide 
adequate reward for self-initiative and efficiency; they 
do not build markets which will permit farmers to sell 
their products at fair prices; they do not encourage pro- 
duction adjustments to fit the needs of the times; they 
tend, at times, to price certain commodities out of domestic 
and world markets; and, of special significance to cotton 
producers, they permit a price advantage to synthetic 
products which in turn take over the market for plant 
and animal products. 

Let me assure the more than 1,300,000 subscribers of 
FARM AND RANCH that in seeking to correct these weak- 
nesses we do not intend to scrap our present programs 
until we find better ones to take their place. I wish to 
make it unmistakably clear that as Secretary of Agricul- 
ture my purpose and responsibility is to do all in my 
power to help develop and maintain a sound economy 
for agriculture. 

Let me also make very clear my attitude regarding 
price supports. I have said time after time, and I wish 
to repeat it here, that the Department is firmly committed 
to carry out the price-support programs now in effect. 
We are irrevocably pledged to continue to support the 
price of cotton, tobacco, peanuts, and the other basic 
commodities at 90 percent of parity through 1954, as 
provided by law. 

The answer to what happens after 1954 is being con- 
sidered—seriously considered. Before suggesting specific 
changes to the Congress, we want to make sure such 
changes are in the best interests of the farmer as well as 
the rest of the nation. We want farmers to help us decide 
what changes should be made. We must face the fact, 
however, that so long as the government supports prices 
at a level which results in production in excess of demand, 
farmers must submit to such controls as are necessary 
to keep production in line with demand. 

One of our most serious problems, so far as cotton is 
concerned, is the government's rapid accumulation of heavy

inventories of end products under the cottonseed price- 
support program. On March 31, the Commodity Credit 
Corporation had approximately a quarter of a billion dol- 
lars of its funds obligated for stocks of cottonseed oil, 
meal, and linters. About half of the entire 1952 crop of 
cottonseed oil is in government storage, and at the same 
time imports of meal and linters are coming in as a result 
of our support price. 

To help prevent our support prices from attracting im- 
ports of products of which we already have an excess, 
we have recommended to the Congress that Section 22 
of the Agricultural Adjustment Act of 1933 be strengthened 
to provide import controls over farm products that are 
under the price-support program. We also have recom- 
mended that the Reciprocal Trade Agreements Act be 
extended for another year as a means of encouraging 
stronger world markets for such commodities as cotton 
and tobacco.

ONG grass—legume silage and trench silos are destined to make 

an impact on southern farming, now geared for livestock expan- 

sion.

a cooperative fire protection plan has halved damage, increased 


the value of stands 


EOPLE around the little East 

Texas town of Mount Enterprise 

needn’t worry any longer about 

uncontrolled forest fires. There is 
a well-equipped fire suppression unit on 
constant guard in the area. 

Effective protection for this Rusk 
County community is made possible by 
the Mount Enterprise Forest Fire Pro- 
tection Unit, a cooperative, working 
with the Texas Forest Service. Within 
minutes after smoke is spotted, the 
trained driver of a fire-fighting jeep will 
be on hand to bring the flames under 
control. The jeep is provided by the 
state and assigned to the Mount Enter- 
prise piney-woods area. 


AMES ROSS, local fire-control crew 

leader, who drives the jeep, is a For- 
est Service employe. Through a two- 
way radio he keeps in contact with 
drivers of other machines and with ob- 
servers in Forest Service lookout towers 
and spotter planes. 

Ross considers himself primarily as 
guardian of the members’ woodlands, 
but alsq will go quickly to help sup- 
press any other forest fire when he is

needed. When fires are too big or too 
scattered for Ross and his volunteer 
crew to control alone, he may get as- 
sistance from other units near-by. He, 
in turn, assists them when they en- 
counter such difficulty. 


) HERE flames cannot be extin- 

guished, a sturdy plow attached to 
the rear of the jeep is used to cut a five- 
foot-wide firebreak around the burning 
area. Backfires usually are started along 
the edge of the firebreak and held with- 
in the isolated area until they meet 
the wildfire and burn themselves out. 
In this way, most fires can be confined 
to a small acreage. 

Don Langston, local banker who is 
president of the fire protection coopera- 
tive, recalls that pine stands now con- 
sidered very valuable once had little 
value except for immediate harvest. 
Too often crewmen using only hand 
tools could not prevent devastation of 
large acreages. 

B. W. Jackson, Mount Enterprise vo- 
cational agriculture teacher who helped 
organize the cooperative, now is its 
treasurer.

Membership of the cooperative is 
made up of individual owners of wood- 
lands of from 70 to 1,500 acres, plus 
one com any which owns about 7,500 
acres. 


HE severe drouth made 1952 one 

of East Texas’ worst years for forest 
fire outbreaks. However, J. N. Satter- 
white, fire control supervisor for the 
Forest Service district which includes 
Mount Enterprise, estimates that be- 
cause of the effective fire control meth- 
ods employed, timber loss in his dis- 
trict was cut in half.

**H)ocToR,” said Mrs. S., “I be- 

lieve my Joan has worms, She 
grinds her teeth in her sleep and 
doesn’t seem to be gaining weight. 
Don’t you think I ought to get some 
worm medicine from the drug store 
and cose her?” 

“Joan may have worms,” was my 
answer. “Many pre-school children 
have them. But many children who 
grind their teeth have nothing more 
than a high-strung temperament, and 
certainly worms are not the most com- 
mon cause for poor weight gain. The 
days of giving worm medicine peri- 
odically ‘just in case’ are gone.” 

I gave Mrs. S. a small container 
and the next day she brought in a 
small sample from a bowel movement. 
No eggs were found. 

Joan’s poor health was related to 
inconsistent disciplining by her par- 
ents. This produced both an eating 
problem and a feeling of insecurity. 

Barbara’s problem was different. 
She had “stomach worms” (ascaris) 
—long, round worms that resemble 
large earthworms. When she was given 
hexylresocinal, she passed a dozen or 
so worms, and felt much better. 


OHNNY had hookworms. We first 

met Johnny at one of the neighbor- 
hood clinics in an isolated community. 
He was a listless little fellow, with 
skin almost as pale as the mushrooms 
that- grew in the woods about his 
parents’ cabin. We found the eggs 
of hookworms in the sample Johnny 
brought in. We treated him and other 
infected members of his family with 
the proper doses of tetrachlorethylene. 
A sanitary out-house completed the 
treatment. 

All of the M. children had pin- 
worms. Mrs. M. had seen the small 
pin-sized worms moving about. Also, 
we found pin-worm eggs when we 
examined material from near the rec- 
tal opening. 

Mrs. M. was advised to prevent 
the children from scratching in the 
infected area and thereby prolonging 
the infection. The smaller children 
were given, under medical supervision, 
diphenan wafers to chew. The older 
children received gentian violet tablets 
to swallow.

“peut. Jim,” says Tom Williams, 
speaking to his son at the break- 
fast table, “we had our first frost last 
night, so the job this morning is to 
start digging the sweet potatoes.” 

Tom had intended to have his po- 
tatoes dug and cured the week before, 
but for one reason or another had 
put it off until frost caught him. If 
the frost was light, his crop wasn’t 
damaged, but if his potatoes got thor- 
oughly chilled many were ruined. 

Tom should have dug his potatoes 
in early September. It was then that 
he had the largest percentage of No. 
1 potatoes. He planted his potatoes 
early and when he dug them in Oc- 
tober most of them had become too 
large for No. 1, so his crop sold at 
a reduced price. 


Kill Peach Tree Borers 


If you didn’t keep your peach tree 
trunks sprayed with DDT during the 
summer, or even if you did, examine 
them for borers. If you find a jelly- 
like material oozing out of the bark 
at or near ground level, treat the trees 
in October with ethylene dichloride 
emulsion, propylene dichloride, or 
paradichlorobenzene. This job has to 
be done every year, so don’t try to get 
by without doing it. Ask your agri- 
culture teacher or county agent where 
to buy these materials and for in- 
structions on how to apply them 


Start a Compost Pile 


This is a good time to start a com- 
post pile. Last year I had tons of it 
from materials which ordinarily would 
be thrown away. It consisted mostly 
of leaves, but also contained anything 
from the kitchen or garden (not dis- 
eased plants) that would decay. (I 
can’t get my wife to understand that 
broken glass thrown in_ vegetable 
refuse from the kitchen won't decay.) 

I'm lazy, so I don’t dig a pit like 
smart people do. I fence in two areas 
with wire (two areas are used so I 
won't have to empty one before I can 
refill). To hasten decomposition, I 
usually scatter a little 8-8-8 fertilizer 
(until the leaves look like they are 
covered with frost) over each one- 
foot layer of leaves as it is applied. 
This compost is fine for potting plants, 
mulching, or working into the soil.

calendars. The basis for figuring them 
out in almost all cases is changes of 
the moon, the Zodiac signs, and other 
astronomical conditions. It has been 
proven that there is a great degree of 
accuracy in calculations made on such 
a basis. 


For Better Farmer-Hunter Relations 


We know a prominent Southern 
farmer who keeps his farm posted 
with signs that read like this: “Hunt 
all you please, but the first time I find 
the coveys of bobwhites shot down 
too low, or the squirrels and rabbits 
thinned too much, or my fences down, 
or pastures burned off, up go great 
big NO HUNTING signs to stay.” 

“These cooperative hunting (hunt- 
ing by permission only) projects are 
O.K., I guess,” this farmer told me, 
“but they are a lot of aggravation to 
us farmers. Right when we are busiest 
in our fields, here come hunters at all 
hours of the day to ask for hunting 
permission. I like my system a lot 
better, and it is surprising how well 
the town and city hunters respect my 
signs. ' 


Don't Shoot Too Quick 


“The trouble with a lot of us bird 
hunters,” said Fred Ritchey of Detroit, 
Michigan, “is that we shoot too quick. 
If we'd always wait to shoot until the 
birds reach the peak of their rise and 
level off—and concentrate on one 
bird at a time instead of the whole 
covey—we would definitely come up 
with better shooting scores.” How 
right Fred was!

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Pointers 
to Pecan Profits 


By P. O. DAVIS 


Pec AN production started about 
fifty years ago in the South, and 
since has been limited to this area. 
In 1920 the Southern states had 
4,800,000 trees. By 1940 there were 
10,600,000. The number had dropped 
to 9,800,000 by 1950, but the decline 
was in seedlings; improved varieties 
had increased. Alabama, Georgia, 
Florida, Mississippi, North Carolina, 
and South Carolina have 70 percent 
of the improved varieties today. 
Texas, Oklahoma, Louisiana, and 
Arkansas have a higher percentage of 
seedlings. 

There are two big problems: How 
to increase per tree production and 
how to improve marketing. 

Looming largest right now is pro- 
duction. By applying known informa- 
tion about production, growers can 
increase their current yields. 

Members of the Southeastern Pecan 
Growers Association who attended the 
46th annual convention at Albany, 
Georgia this spring went home more 
optimistic. 

These men were told that although 
production averages only 12 pounds 
per tree annually, good growers av- 
erage five to ten times that amount. 
Twelve pounds per tree is not enough 
to show a profit. 

Professor L. M. Ware of the de- 
partment of horticulture at Auburn 
reported on a survey conducted with 
165 Alabama growers the past two 
years. Growers with highest yields 
had a winter legume (either vetch or 
crimson clover) in their groves. High 
vields also came from big applications 
of fertilizer. 

Big applications of fertilizer means 
around 1,000 pounds per acre an- 
nually. Some of these growers used 
up to 1,500 pounds. A general prac- 
tice is to apply half in the fall and half 
in the spring, using 0-14-10 in the fall 
and 4-10-7 in the spring. Using pecan 
groves for grazing as well as pecans 
was found to be a paying practice. It 
enabled land to produce two crops 
(meat and pecans) each year. The 
legumes improved pecan production 
and enriched the soil. 

The old problem of varieties very 
susceptible to diseases was pointed 
up at the meeting. It was agreed that 
such varieties either should be elimi- 
nated or converted by top-working 
into improved varieties.

Cover Those Loads of Seed Cotton 


(First in a series on profitable cotton production practices) 


If you want payment in full for your product, give it adequate 
protection against rain damage with a tarp 


I: PAYS to cover seed cotton left 


overnight in the field or gin yard. 
Loss of grade caused by one rain often 
will pay for a good tarpaulin. An 
even bigger payoff results from cov- 
ering loads of seed cotton en route 
from farm to gin. Everyone talks 
about the amount of cotton wasted 
along our roads and highways. In 
many cases, the carryover of pink 
bollworm and boll weevil infestations 
may cause even greater loss. The 
general use of cotton tarpaulins should 
also have a beneficial effect on the 
price of lint cotton. 

The weather is unpredictable. You 
never know when a rain may come 
and wet a load of unprotected seed 
cotton. Although our modern gins 
can do wonders, wet cotton is hard 
to dry and difficult to gin. 

Just how much is lost between the 
farm and gin is anyone’s guess. To 
say the least, the amount that falls 
or blows off of trailers or trucks is 
worth the effort which would be nec- 
essary to prevent such waste. The 
efficient farmer already has noted the 
loss, and has taken the necessary steps 
to remedy the situation, insofar as 
he is concerned. 
But to date there 
has been little 
more than talk 
by the majority. 
We feel that it 
is about time 
for action.

the logical one to get behind a move- 
ment to encourage the covering of all 
loads of seed coming into the gin. 
Ginners who have tarps available for 
sale to their customers can add much 
to the success of the program. 

The rapid spread of the pink boll- 
worm, as previously mentioned, fur- 
nishes another incentive for tarping 
loads of seed cotton between the farm 
and gin. Cotton wasted along the 
roadsides is a possible source of pink 
bollworm reinfestation. Then, too, 
boll weevils that fall off trailers or 
trucks usually are near cover which 
offers them winter protection. We 
feel that tarping loads for protection 
against the spread of either of these 
two insect pests justifies our support 
of this program. 

Loyalty of cotton farmers to the 
product they grow will do much to 
increase consumption. If loads of 
seed cotton were tarped, we actually 
would have more cotton, because we 
would save more than was used in 
the manufacture of the tarpaulins 
used to cover the trailers or trucks. 

As cotton farmers, we should be 
interested in helping increase the use 
of cotton § in 
every way pos- 
sible. The more 
cotton used, 
the greater will

\ But-Proo Fence 


By ELMER KELTON 


Joe LEMLEY got tired of mending 
fences, so he figured out a way to 
build one which the bulls couldn't 
break through. Mr. Lemley is a reg- 
istered Angus breeder who lives near 
San Angelo, Texas. 

For this fence, he used six strands 
of cable he got from a oilfield drilling 
company. For posts, he used second- 
hand steel pipes. Mr. Lemley made 
holes in the posts with a cutting torch 
and ran the cable through them, rather 
than tying it to the posts. The cable 
is fastened with regular cable clamps. 
Eye bolts on corner posts allow the 
fence to be tightened in turnbuckle 
fashion without unfastening the 
clamps. 

The posts are spaced six to eight 
feet apart. All corner and gate posts 
are made of six-inch pipes, well 
braced, and set three feet in the ground 
in concrete. In-between posts are of 
three-inch pipes. Strands can be spaced 
more closely at the bottom to prevent 
calves from slipping through. 


HE primary advantage of the cable 

fence is that it is too strong for a 
bull to break, yet gives enough to pre- 
vent injury to the animal. And Lemley 
has found another advantage. He cuts 
down on waste by putting hay on the 
ground just outside the fence. The 
bulls reach through and take only a 
mouthful at a time and don’t scatter 
or trample the hay. 

Joe Lemley says that cable such 
as he used can be found anywhere in 
the Southwest. That which no longer 
is good for oilfield uses usually is fine 
for fences. And it often can be ob- 
tained without cost, the same way he 
got his.

This is just an 
experimental machine. When such a 
machine goes on the market it likely 
will be quite different from the one 
which I saw at Beltsville. And, of 
course, it will not be put on the mar- 
ket by the U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture. Probably machines already 
being made can be adapted to do a 
job of seeding similar to that done by 
this machine. 


We Grew Our 
Sweet Potatoes 


This year we grew 
a row of sweet po- 
tatoes in our small 
vegetable garden. Our family demands 
for this delicious food have been so 
small that we hardly felt it paid to 
grow them—until we saw the price 
paid for them at the grocery store 
last winter. And I like to grow my 
own food, anyhow. Growing sweet 
potatoes in the South is about the 
easiest thing a person can do. It is 
preserving them through the winter 
that calls for some ingenuity. They 
require storage in a dry place where 
it neither gets very warm nor down 
near freezing. After the tubers have 
been cured, it would be ideal to hold 
them at a temperature of about 55 
degrees. Of course, they can get 
somewhat colder or warmer than this 
without disastrous results. 

If I did not travel in the winter, I 
could cure the sweet potatoes in crates 
or baskets in the kitchen or some 
other heated room. Then they could 
be kept in a paper-lined basket, crate, 
or box in a closet or in a room up over 
our kitchen. But when we drain the 
water pipes and carry our house plants 
to the cellar and then leave for a 
trip of a week or two, the house tem- 
perature drops too low for sweet po- 
tatoes.

Nt Marrs Cathedral 


il (alveston Landmark 


By GERTIE FRY 


Piecantry surrounded by shrubs 
and partially cloaked in ivy, St. 
Mary’s Cathedral stands on the corner 
of twenty first and Church Streets in 
Galveston, Texas, a memorial to its 
builder, Bishop John M. Odin. 

Bishop Odin raised enough money 
in 1841 to start construction of a small 
church. The first little building was 
only 50x22 feet. Father Odin bought 
30 benches for it and later added a 
small sacristy. 

The tiny chapel was blown down 
by a storm on September 19, 1842, 
but Bishop Odin had it propped up. 
The following year a small tower was 
added and a mass bell hung there. 


[‘ 1845 a gift of brick for a new 
church was made to Bishop Odin 
and shipped from Antwerp, Belgium, 
to Galveston. The little frame church 
was moved and work on the new St. 
Mary’s was started in 1847. On No- 
vember 26, 1848, the building was 
ready for dedication. 

In 1853-54, seven priests died of 
yellow fever, contracted while min- 
istering to the sick. The Civil War 
brought other hardships. The roof 
of the Cathedral was riddled with 
bullets and had to be repaired. Since 
then, many improvements have been 
made within the cathedral, and an 
organ installed. 

The weather-stained walls of St. 
Mary’s bespeak its survival through 
a century when the ambassadors of 
Christ labored to make the building 
a permanent place of worship, en- 
shrined with records of heroism, sac- 
rifice and zeal.

Vom EONE has asked me to explain 
the apparent contradiction in two 
statements of Christ recorded in St. 
Luke's Gospel: “He that is not against 
us is for us” (9:50) and “He that is 
not with me is against me” (11:23). 

The first statement is directed 
against bigotry. The disciples had 
found a man healing in the name of 
Jesus, but the man did not belong to 
their group, so they forbad him. When 
the disciples reported this to Jesus, He 
rebuked them: “Forbid him not, for 
he that is not against us is for us.” 

How many groups set themselves up 
as the exclusive owners of Christ! If 
one does not belong to their group, he 
has no right to preach, heal, or baptize. 
Indeed, he has no right even to call 
himself a Christian. 

Christ opposed this whole approach. 
If you find other people working for 
Christ and the Christian cause, wel- 
come them as allies and brothers. No 
one group has an exclusive claim to 
Christ. Other organizations and 
churches are doing the work of God. 
Learn to appreciate what they are do- 
ing and rejoice in it. 

“He that is not with me is against 
me” is directed against. the sin of 
neutrality. Jesus is saying here that 
there are only two choices. Either a 
man is for Christ or he is against Him. 

One may imagine that he has three 
choices: he can decide for Christ, he 
can decide against Him, or he can do 
nothing. But actually there are only 
two choices. If one wants to count for 
Christ and His cause, he can do that. 
That calls for positive action. But if 
he postpones decision and tries to be 
neutral, by his inaction and inertia he 
becomes a stumbling block in the way 
of the kingdom of God. 

Pilate did not escape blame by 
washing his hands and declaring him- 
self neutral. The terrible judgment 
against him comes down the centuries, 
“Suffered under Pontius Pilate.” If a 
man would not be reckoned among 
the enemies of Christ, he had better 
come forth and declare himself now.

Making Good Use 
of Drouth-Relief Feeds 


By J. W. POTTS 


| tvestock producers in the 
drouth areas of the Southwest now 
are receiving shipments of feed to 
maintain their herds and flocks. 

Feeding to keep stock alive and 
feeding to produce meat are very dif- 
ferent. According to J. H. Jones and 
A. L. Smith, of the Texas A&M de- 
partment of animal husbandry, feed- 
ing to keep livestock alive requires the 
utmost in the conservation of energy. 
This means restricting animals’ move- 
ments, and providing plenty of good 
water, shade, and shelter nearby. 

Under starvation conditions, high- 
energy feeds such as corn, wheat, cot- 
tonseed meal, and pellets (all avail- 
able through the drouth-relief pro- 
gram) provide more feed units at less 
handling cost than do roughages. 

The specialists point out that a 
pound of 50-50 mix of wheat and 
chopped hay fed daily may maintain 
a ewe, but that a pound of 80 per- 
cent wheat and 20 percent chopped 
hay would be better. Similarly, they 
say that two pounds of cottonseed 
meal and eight pounds of low-grade 
hay may maintain an 800-pound cow, 
but four pounds of meal and six 
pounds of hay is preferred. 


oe pe extreme conditions sheep 
| and perhaps cattle can live on con- 
centrates alone. Also, after livestock 
have lost considerable weight they 
can live on one pound of feed daily 
for each 100 pounds of body weight. 
Smith and Jones agree that perhaps 
the best use which can be made of 
concentrates is to use them to sup- 
plement forage. Ruminants need bulk 
in their ration, which means hay or 
some other roughage. When low- 
grade fibrous roughage is used (that 
left in the drouth area will classify 
as very low in protein), a high-pro- 
tein feed, such as cottonseed meal or 
cake fed along with the roughage will 
give the protein balance needed. 
Corn, oats, and wheat must be 
ground or rolled when fed to aged 
animals. Cottonseed meal is the 
cheapest source of protein. Wheat, 
the specialists say, is a good strong 
feed and next to cottonseed meal is 
the cheapest source of protein. For 
young and growing stock, oats pro- 
vide good food and can be fed with- 
out grinding. Corn is the cheapest 
source of straight energy. Leafy 
green alfalfa hay will provide caro-

Red, green, and gold will highlight the subtle 


basic colors of the fall ensemble 


OU who are fashion-conscious already are or soon will be hearing and 

seeing these words: “Tulip effect;” “V-silhouette;” “narrow as an 

arrow.” Pay attention to them . .. and to the upper half of the 
figure for the change in the fall silhouette. The narrow-looking skirt with 
wider look from waist to shoulder line is the silhouette which Dame Fashion 
features this fall. 

Study this new silhouette and study yourself. Do the lines emphasize 
your good proportions and detract from those which are not so good? If 
you are not very short and have large hips and a proportionately small bust, 
then the new silhouette, as is, is for you.

“More color” is the theme of the fall fashion talk, 
rather than any color family. Beige, brown, and black 
are basic colors, with emphasis on reds, greens, and 
golds as the highlight colors which are most fashion- 
right. 
“More hat plus more trimming” tells the millinery 
story in a brief way. But the details are many . . . much 
manipulation—wider proportions (even in small hats )— 
deeper crowns—back interest—a variety of trim, ma- 
terials, and color—and a new pose. Back interest is 
developed by the use of folds, bows, and jutting wing 
and feather effects. Such trims are placed to carry out 
the backward and outward emphasis.

Bell... with Tasty Lunches 


T YOUR house, does the school 

day get off to a good start, or is 

it a mad scramble to get the chil- 
dren out of bed and dressed, prepare 
breakfast in time, and pack the lunch 
boxes? 

You can relieve such a situation 
considerably by letting the children 
help you make the lunches. As “ex- 
perts,” they will tell you what is good 
or what needs improvement. Their 
suggestions for fillings may surprise 
you, but at least they will pack va- 
riety into the box. Let them help. 

This business of fixing lunches need 
not be exclusively a “petticoat proj- 
ect.” Boys are kitchen-minded today, 
and this is their chance to use the new 
food freezer or the refrigerator. 

Let the children set their own time 
to pack the boxes. They may choose 
to pack them right after supper, but 
more likely they will do it while you 
are finishing breakfast. 

Establish a “lunch box center” 
away from breakfast traffic. Keep 
the waxed paper, plastic bags, rubber 
bands, paper napkins, and covered 
containers for salads and desserts 
there. Mixing spoons, spatulas, jar 
openers, and Knives also can be kept 
in the “center.” 

Use assembly-line procedures. Here 
is a briefing for you and your assist- 
ants: Prepare sandwich fillings in ad- 
vance. Sét the butter or margarine 
out to soften beforehand. Line up 


slices of bread, butter evenly to edge 
of bread, and spread fillings. Stack 
two or three sandwiches and cut 
through them with a sharp knife. 
Wrap sandwiches individually, using 
the familiar druggist’s wrap to hold 
in the freshness. 


ASH lunch boxes and vacuum 

bottles every day—a soda bath is 
good. Put the napkin, fork and spoon, 
salt and sugar in the clean lunch box, 
so they won't bé forgotten in the 
morning. 

If you prefer, you can make the 
sandwiches the night before and store 
them in the refrigerator. Also, some 
sandwiches can be frozen for as long 
as two weeks. 

Some good fillings for sandwiches 
are jellies, peanut butter, pickled 
tongue, and sausage. Also, these are 
fillings which can be stored success- 
fully in the freezer. 

You won't run out of dessert ideas 
if your freezer will hold a week's 
supply of cake, cupcakes, or cookies. 
Plum pies, sweet potato pies, berry 
rolls, and doughnuts also freeze well. 

A nutritious basic menu for lunches 
includes a hot solid food or soup, a 
sandwich (preferably on enriched or 
whole-grain bread), two ounces of 
meat, fish, chicken or cheese; or one 
egg, one-half cup of cooked dry beans 
or peas, or one-fourth cup of peanut

Here’s how to give yourself a 
good home permanent — and 
with very few curlers 


By MARY PAIGE 


O YOU want a smooth-top, soft- 
curl home permanent that is as 
neat and sweet when it’s new as 
when it begins to grow out? If 
you do, follow the instructions below 

For a soft, cap-like coiffure you 
should permanent the hair only two 
inches from the ends—with the ex- 
ception of the two curls directly in 
front of the ears, which must be curled 
tightly to the scalp. 

There’s nothing really tricky about 
giving yourself a permanent, if you 
follow the instructions in the package. 
A home permanent requires a mini- 
mum of curlers and is faster and more 
pleasant then ever before. The wave 
is loose, because more hair is wound 
on each curler. 


Pointers on Pin Curls 


If, in grooming your hair, you have 
trouble making pin curls, here are 
some how-to-do suggestions: First, be 
sure that your hair is evenly damp. 
Then part it and comb it smooth. 
Start your pin curls at the part, curling 
them forward, and work down to the 
sides. Then make pin curls back of 
the ears and work to the center back 
—two rows all around. 

Part off about an inch-square strand 
and grasp the ends between your fin- 
gers. Twist into a slight point. Next, 
keeping the ends between your fingers, 
roll the curl in a circle, keeping the 
ends inside the roll. Now, holding 
this circle tight and flat on the scalp 
with one hand, take your pins or clips 
and fasten securely. Curls made this 
way don’t have “fishhook” ends. 

When your hair is dry and ready 
to be dressed, smooth a bit of cream 
dressing on your brush to help groom 
the hair and give it a sleek look. Don't 
be afraid to brush it. Brushing gives

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Farmers Must Decide 
(Continued from page 17) 


Maintaining and widening export 
markets for agricultural products pro- 
duced in this country is one of our 
important objectives. In the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture we recently es- 
tablished the Foreign Agricultural 
Service, in order to provide an effec- 
tive means of implementing policies 
and programs designed to encourage 
foreign outlets for our farm products. 

I have been asked what our plans 
are for continuing or expanding farm 
research and education. No one be- 
lieves more strongly than f in the need 
for more research and its down-to- 
earth application on farms, 

Over the past 50 years the overall 
efficiency of farm production has been 
doubled, largely through research. But 
research has an even bigger job ahead 
of it. The population of this nation 
is growing and no doubt will continue 
to grow. Nearly all of our good land 
is now being used, which means that 
we must produce more efficiently per 
acre and per animal as we move into 
the future. Through research we must 
further reduce the damage done each 
year by insects and plant and animal 
diseases. These losses still add bil- 
lions of dollars a year to the cost of 
producing farm crops. 


N INTENSIFIED effort must be 

made to reduce the waste and spoil- 
age which occur between the farm and 
the consumer. Our marketing special- 
ists say that as much as 30 percent of 
some fruits and vegetables are lost on 
the way to market. The need for more 
and better marketing facilities is par- 
ticularly acute in the South, where 
increased diversification in agricul- 
ture is resulting in much higher pro- 
duction of livestock, grain, poultry, 
and the like. In 1934 Georgia, for 
example, produced about 400,000 
broilers; in 1952 that state produced 
113,000,000 broilers. Similar produc- 
tion marathons have taken place in 
other southern states. 

We propose to help farm and trade 
groups and state agencies develop the 
kind of marketing system that will 
move these products to market in good 
condition and at the lowest possible 
cost. One of our basic aims is to 
help the farmer get full parity prices 
for his products in the market place. 

In going about this job, we realize 
that the needs in specific areas vary. 
In some parts of the South, better 
livestock facilities are needed. In 
others, the principal need is for better 
storage facilities for grain, to protect 
it from moisture and insect damage 
and reduce price fluctuations through 
the year. Some areas are badly in

need of better processing facilities, 
wider use of grades and standards, and 
better market information. 

Further efforts should be made to 
lower the cost of producing cotton, 
to improve its competitive position 
with synthetic fibers and foreign cot- 
ton.

In addition to its tremendous land 
acreage which is steadily being put to 
more productive use, the South has 
favorable climate for both crops and 
livestock. The increasing industrializa- 
tion of the area presents a bright fu- 
ture for agriculture if an aggressive 
effort is made to produce and dis- 
tribute efficiently the products suited 
to the soil and climate. 

By full application of the initiative 
that has made this country great and 
by wider use of the agricultural know- 
how that has been developed, I feel 
sure that American agriculture can 
reach new and higher levels of pros- 
perity.

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Preventing 
Breeding ‘Troubles 


(Last of three articles on breeding 
problems in dairy cows) 


By DR. C. M. PATTERSON 


Extension Veterinarian, Texas A&M College 


P[ErRopuctive diseases of dairy 
cows are prevented more easily 
than they are cured. A good exam- 
ple of this is trichomoniasis. Al- 
though not as widespread as brucel- 
losis, trichomoniasis can cause more 
damage in an individual herd. It usu- 
ally is introduced by an infected bull 
or a cow recently bred to an infected 
bull. Without the bull as a reservoir 
of infection, trichomoniasis can be 
controlled easily. An open cow loses 
the infection within three months. 

Abortions caused by trichomoniasis 
frequently are so early in pregnancy 
as to go unnoticed. The cow comes 
back in heat after sixty or ninety 
days, for no apparent reason. On the 
other hand, the calf may die and not 
be expelled. If not detected and cor- 
rected, this condition may stop nor- 
mal reproduction indefinitely. 

Prevention of trichomoniasis is de- 
pendent on careful management. 
Early recognition of this disease may 
prevent forced dispersal of an entire 
herd. 

Granular vaginitis, the last repro- 
ductive disease of major importance, 
affects cattle of all ages, but seldom 
is noticed except in mature cows and 
severely affected bulls. Animals usu- 
ally recover in a few months, unless 
improper treatment forces the dis- 
ease into a chronic state. Some chronic 
cases last for several years. 

Granular vaginitis can be spread by 
breeding, flies, and careless handling 
of infected animals. It can be pre- 
vented by isolation of new animals, 
use of artificial insemination, diligent 
fly control, and strict sanitation in 
barns and lots. 

If a dairyman adopts the following 
recommendations, he will insure his 
herd against many losses by produc- 
tive failures:

Meat on the move 


Again this fall thousands upon thou- 
sands of meat animals will be on the 
move. They may come from the high 
grazing lands of the Big Horn country, 
from the great hog-producing Corn 
Belt, from the rolling Sand Hills, from 
the High Plains, from all the famous 
areas where cattle, hogs and sheep begin. 

Many of the cows, ewes and sows 
will be carried over in breeding herds 
and flocks. Younger animals also may 
be kept as replacements, or to expand 
herds or flocks. Stockers and feeders 
will find new homes. Some will go to 
be fattened in the grain-rich Corn Belt 
and elsewhere . . . some on short feed, 
others on long. Grass-fat cattle, sheep 
and lambs will find their way to the 
pens in stockyards at local and ter- 
minal markets. 

From these markets our meat supply 
must continue to move. . . through 
the plants of 18,000 meat packers and 
other commercial slaughterers. Fresh 
beef, pork, lamb and veal are perish- 
able and must be sold in ten to four- 
teen days ... only a small per cent is 
ever frozen and held. It must move to 
the consumer through about 300,000 
retail stores and to even a larger num- 
ber —375,000— public eating places. 

The livestock and meat industry 
which brings meat to America’s mil- 
lions is our largest single industry. 
Think of the millions of separate busi- 
ness transactions! Think of the feed, 
labor and transportation required! 
Think of the competition in buying 
and selling . . . the perishability of our 
products and the speed with which 
meat is moved into America’s forty 
million kitchens. 

This flow of meat is the end result 
of decisions made three to five years 
ago by the people who raise the nation’s 
meat animals. 





PRICE OF LIVESTOCK 


Each morn, as day begins to break, the 
nation’s stockyards come awake. Some 
days the ‘“‘runs’’ fill every pen...on 
others, hardly one in ten. To balance big 
or small “supply”’ against ““demand” is 
what we try. And that is mighty hard to 
do; because we cannot say to you, “Ship 
in a lot of beeves right now—folks are 
buying meat—and how!” Nor can we 
say to people, ““Pray, don’t ask your store 
for meat today, but keep your order cut 
down low, ’cause livestock shipments are 
quite slow!’ What buyers buy and ship- 
pers ship makes livestock prices rise or 
dip. And here’s a fact on which to bet— 
it’s always true: the price we get for meat 
we sell (by-products, too) governs what 
we can pay to you. 
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Animal Fats and 
Proteins Make 
Big Difference in 
Livestock Feeds 
by Dr. O. H. M. Wilder, 


American Meat 
Institute Foundation 


Feeds rich in animal proteins are also 
rich in animal fats. And both protein 
and fats are very important to the 
growth and gain of meat animals, ac- 
cording to recent findings of experi- 
ment stations, and of research 
conducted by the American Meat 
Institute Foundation, under contract 
with the Eastern Regional Research 
Laboratory—U.S.D.A. 

At the University of Missouri they 
produced a hog that weighed 20] lbs. 
at exactly four months! Other pigs in 
the litter were close behind. Tankage 
was an important item in the ration of 
the sow and her pigs . . . tankage con- 
taining 60% animal protein and about 
8% fat. 

Tallow pellets with roughage were 
fed to steers at the University of 
Nebraska. These pellets contained 
ground corn cobs and 5.5% tallow. 
Weight gains were made by steers on 
those pellets at less cost than by any 
other group in the test. 

Reduced cost of production is very 
important to feeders. It can be achieved 
by judicious use of animal by-products 
in feeds. Getting pigs off to market 
earlier or reducing cost of gain on 
steers are good examples. 

Important new developments are 
indicated by field reports of large 
cattle-feeding operations where meat 
scrap has been used at a 10% level in 
the feed. The meat scrap contained 
50% protein and 10% fat, and feeders 
claim excellent results in leaner meat, 
faster gains and lowered costs. 

Use of animal protein and fats in 
more feeds benefits the feeder in many 
ways. In addition to the advances 
cited, it creates a larger outlet for ani- 
mal by-products. The livestock pro- 
ducer gains in two ways... better 
feeds, and broadened markets for the 
animal by-products.

We are so convinced on these 
points that this year we are conducting 
some twenty demonstrations to sell 
Mississippi farmers and farm boys 
on the idea. In silos they can save 
their overabundance of spring grass 
and legumes for use during the dry 
days of summer and fall and through 
the hard freezes of winter. 

Farmers helping with the demon- 
strations, along with 1,500 others who 
have watched, know that trench silos 
are practical if they are properly 
built. We recommend that trenches 
be dug on hillsides for good drainage 
and that the floor of the silo be cov- 
ered with concrete. On some soils 
it is wise, also, to concrete the sides. 

With the help of a bulldozer these 
pits can be constructed easily and at 
low cost. For $600, Jack Stewart of 
near Morton, Mississippi, built a 300- 
ton capacity trench with concrete floor. 
He figures that an upright silo of 
the same capacity would have cost 
four or five times that amount. Al- 
though box silos (above-ground pens) 
may also be used successfully, we be- 
lieve the trench is more practical on 
the average Mississippi farm. 


Silage in Bales 


Experimenting with harvest meth- 
ods, we learned that legume-grass 
silage can be stored successfully in 
bale form. That is a big help to farm- 
ers who have haying equipment but 
no silage-harvesting machinery. With 
the right adjustments, most balers can 
follow the mower and tie the grass 
into bundles. 

We soon learned to make bales 
short, because a normal-sized bale of 
silage can get heavy. When stacked 
in the silo, bales must be capped 
with loose grass (sides and top), 
packed, then covered with dirt or saw- 
dust, also packed. A removable frame 
roof is a help, but is not essential. 
If the job is done right, the silage 
keeps well without the aid of a pre- 
servative. 

Bill and Pat Southall, of Warren 
County, stored baled clippings of 
ladino-fescue in the spring of '52 and 
fed it to steers last winter with ex- 
cellent results. Fed’ cottonseed meal 
free choice, the steers consumed very 
little of the concentrate while they 
had silage to eat. 

T. T. Metzel and P. T. Eubanks, 
of Sumrall, Mississippi, stored 65 
bales in a trench silo last year, and 
were so pleased that they stacked 
tons of bales in stack silos this spring. 

Modern silage choppers are won- 
derful pieces of equipment; we recom- 
mend their use wherever available. 
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However, long grass may be stored 
loose without chopping. The secret 
lies in thorough packing—easily done 
with a tractor in a trench silo. Bryon 
Lott, of Sumrall, Mississippi, has this 
to say: “Rain or shine, unchopped 
silage is the fastest way I have for 
saving feed. I filled a 130-ton trench 
silo (built with a bulldozer in seven 
hours) with unchopped oats, vetch, 
and white and crimson clover. It is 
forage I would have lost because of 
bad weather if I had not made the 
silage. It took me three days.” 

What of cost? Well, the demon- 
strators kept records. Mart Dixon, 
of Mt. Olive, stored 3,200 ninety- 
pound bales of Ladino-fescue this 
spring while over 400 people watched 
the operation. Dixon paid 12% cents 
a bale for baling and’ $120 for labor 
to haul bales and pack them in the 
silo. This figures $3.60 per ton for 
cutting and storing. In other tests, 
baled silage has cost from $2.50 to $4 
per ton, depending upon equipment 
used. Custom baling increases the 
cost. 


Other Good Results 


J. A. Ashley and his ag students 
at New Hope built a “booster rake” 
especially designed to pick up un- 
chopped silage. (Improvised chain 
drags for tractor trailers and wagons 
also have been introduced.) Robert 
Burns, Bob Brandon, and Stokes and 
Cleo Chism helped Ashley by setting 
up demonstrations in this community, 
using both the baled and unchopped 
methods. In the Lumberton area, 
teacher G. E. Stone helped farmer 
Frank Niemyer store 100 tons of 
crimson . clover and oats, using 
chopped silage. Denver Weeks of 
Lincoln County, with advice from 
W. E. Smith, vo-ag teacher, baled 150 
tons of oats and crimson. Veterans 
farm training instructor Anglin and 
farmer Dan Wylie put away 70 tons 
of baled silage in a trench silo near 
Tupelo, with 100 farmers looking on. 

J. C. Treloar, of Raymond, Mis- 
sissippi, stored 125 tons of unchopped 
Ladino-fescue at a cost of $1.50 per 
ton, using a manure fork on the pick- 
up attachment of a tractor. He cut 
ten tons of silage per acre on a field 
in April and 30 days later had that 
much more green stuff on the pasture. 

Before winter is out these farmers 
and their neighbors will see this for- 
age take cattle through lean days. In 
trenches and stack silos they will see 
cows feed themselves through self- 
feeding racks. And they'll watch 
other feeding equipment in use, in- 
cluding chain saws and silage axes. 
What’s more important, they will 
plant pasture grasses and legumes this 
fall with an eye to preserving part of 
the luscious growth in silos next spring.

tene as well as needed bulk and some 
protein to the ration. 4 

Drouthy, idle cattle will need a lot 
of salt and bone meal if there is a 
phosphorus deficiency. When fed at 
the rate of two pounds per head daily, 
cottonseed meal is a good source of 
phosphorus. 

In the case of 20 percent supple- 
ments or cubes, Smith and Jones ad- 
vise choosing those with a guaran- 
teed analysis of at least 52 percent 
nitrogen-free extract. This is protec- 
tion against the inclusion of large 
amounts of fibrous roughage mate- 
rials. They also advise checking for 
moisture and crude ash _ content. 
Moisture should not exceed 12 per- 
cent, and from seven to ten percent 
is more desirable. Crude ash reflects 
sand and dirt and anything over eight 
percent is pretty high. 

The specialists suggest that live- 
stock producers compound rations 
best suited to their class of livestock 
and the purpose for which they are 
feeding. County agents, vo-ag teach- 
ers, research workers, and others can 
furnish much detailed information. 
County agents also have bulletins and 
other valuable information available 
without cost. 


Breeding Troubles

(1) Keep accurate breeding and 
calving records of each animal. This 
should include dates of heat periods, 
date of each breeding attempt, and 
any other information pertinent to 
maintaining a check on the animal's 
breeding health. This type of record 
also should be kept on the sire. 

(2) Use artificial insemination on 
your cows. It is important in prevent- 
ing and spreading reproductive dis- 
eases. 

(3) Work closely with your veteri- 
narian. Have him run routine preg- 
nancy checks. Call him at once when 
breeding difficulties are encountered 
Medications should be used only on 
his advice. As in the case of hor- 
mone products, serious upsets will 
result from their improper use. 

(4) Isolate all new or ill animals 
and do not allow them in the herd 
until your veterinarian makes sure 
they are free from infection. 

(5) Follow good minimum stand- 
ards of sanitation and fly control.

Sal! Wells 
Are Profitable 
for Plains Farmers 


Farmers find that wise use of 
small amounts of water will keep 
crops growing 


By JESS F. BLAIR 


Yow that the cream has _ been 
| skimmed from irrigation in the 
High Plains area,- farmers with less 
water are having to take the leavings. 
If they can’t get a 1,000-gallon well 
they gladly take a 500-gallon one. And 
many are being pumped with an out- 
put much less than 500 gallons. 

These little wells are beginning to 
dot the countryside throughout the 
rolling sandy land of the South Plains 
of Texas. In Dawson County alone, 
irrigation has increased from a dozen 
wells to over 150 in less than two 
years. Most of these pump less than 
500 gallons a minute. ; 

One such small but profitable well 
belongs to H. T. Young, a farmer liv- 
ing three miles south of Lamesa. 
When his well was drilled in mid- 
June 1952, the output was only 300 
gallons a minute. Too little and too 
late, it seemed. The hot, dry wind 
blowing day after day was burning 
his cotton—even the weeds were be- 
ginning to wilt. 


A Winning Fight 


But hoping to salvage part of his 
crop, Mr. Young quickly installed a 
sprinkler-type system and started irri- 
gating twenty-four hours a day. About 
100 acres received water once and 70 
acres three times. 

When cotton was harvested in the 
fall, the irrigated land had produced 
52 bales; the remaining 100 acres of 
dry land made four bales. Figuring 
the average cost of a system this size 
at from $6,000 to $7,000, you can 
see that one such crop will go a long 
way toward paying for the initial in- 
vestment. 

Mr. Young has a six-inch pump 
and half a mile of four-inch aluminum 
pipe. The pipe is divided into two 
quarter-mile strings. When one area 
has been irrigated, he turns the stream 
into the other string of pipe and moves 
the first one about 60 feet. The pump 
runs day and night while irrigation is 
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e H. T. Young, a Lamesa, Texas, 
farmer, is irrigating his 20 acres of 
wheat with sprinkler irrigation system. 
He is one of the farmers in the Texas 
High Plains area who are making a 
success with irrigation from small 
wells. His well produces only 300 
gallons of water a minute. 


in progress. Changing the pipe re- 
quires about forty minutes and can be 
done by one man. It is moved every 
six to twelve hours. 

Mr. Young is well pleased with 
results he got last year from his ir- 
rigation system. “That may look like 
a small stream of water,” he says, “but 
keep it going day and night and you'll 
cover a mighty big strip of land in a 
few weeks’ time.” 

Mr. Young's brother-in-law, E. P. 
Boxter, who farms just north of him, 
has a similar well and sprinkler system. 
He started earlier last year and came 
out with 60 bales of cotton on 70 
acres. 


The Best Record 


Probably the best record of all for 
a small well was made near Stanton 
last year. The well is on the farm of 
Forg Atchison, four miles west of 
Stanton, and pumps only 150 gallons 
a minute. Mr, Atchison has a four- 
inch pump and nearly half a mile of 
sprinkler pipe. The system and well 
cost him about $3,500. Last year he 
produced 38 bales of cotton on 20 
acres, while his dry-land cotton was 
hardly worth gathering. Mr. Atchison 
did all the irrigating and cultivating 
himself. He almost paid for the well 
with one crop. 

Farmers on the South Plains are 
more cautious than ever before in 
using water. The water table has drop- 
ped. Wells in some areas, when too 
close together, are failing. No one 
knows how long the water will last, 
but they do know that the supply is 
not inexhaustible. This is one reason 
for so many sprinkler systems. Farm- 
ers want every gallon of water to go 
on cropland and not be lost in a sandy 
ditch.

cals with the cooperation of county 

agents and SCS fieldmen. Nine crops 

were checked with following results:

Seed treatment is by no means a 
new farm practice. It has been a 
standard procedure for most vegeta- 
ble crops for a number of years. Prac- 
tically all hybrid corn is treated. But 
its use on forage and pasture crop 
seeds is a new development. 

The chemicals used in seed treat- 
ment give a protective shield which 
is poisonous to organisms that cause 
seed rot, seedling blight, damping-off, 
and other such diseases. These or- 
ganisms are particularly active in cold, 
damp soil. Warding off their attacks 
allows seedlings to establish healthy 
root systems and top growth, thus 
getting a quicker, more vigorous start. 

Growers can purchase seed-treating 
compounds in bulk and treat their own 
seed by shaking the seed in a bag 
with the chemical or by mixing the 
chemical and seed with a shovel on the 
barn floor. All treatments should fol- 
low instructions on the label. 

A number of leading seed firms, 
however, now are offering seed already 
treated mechanically. In other cases, 
seed dealers are treating seed for a 
nominal fee.

“I had an experience 
harrowing today.” 
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Au-- PULLET flocks are gaining 
rapidly in popularity, and a recent 
Kentucky study points out why. In 
an eleven-year study at the Kentucky 
station, heavy-breed pullets averaged 
50 eggs a year more than hens, with 
26 of the extras being laid in winter 
when egg prices -are highest. Light- 
breed (Leghorns) pullets averaged 35 
eggs more than hens, with 32 of the 
extras being laid in winter. Pullets 
lived better than the old hens, and 
their eggs had a higher percent of fer- 
tility and hatchability. 
New Blue Comb Treatment 

When young pullets are depressed, 
show loss of appetite, develop diar- 
rhea, and drop rapidly in egg produc- 
tion, they may be coming down with 
blue comb (X-disease). Blue comb 
is quite common in pullets just as they 
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reach the peak of production, although 
it sometimes develops before laying 
starts. In its acute form, the comb 
may darken and become bluish. 

For many years, molasses in feed or 
water has been standard treatment. 
Although results have not been good, 
it has been continued for lack of some- 
thing better. Now comes word from 
an Ohio veterinarian of a new treat- 
ment. When he used one ounce of a 
commercial terramycin chloride in ten 
gallons of drinking water, kept before 
the flock for five days, recovery was 
rapid and death losses quickly sub- 
sided. In a flock of 450 birds that 
were dying at the rate of 20 pullets 
daily, terramycin stopped death losses 
in three days. Similar results were 
obtained in other sick flocks. Alto- 
gether, this veterinarian successfully 
treated 54 flocks with the new com- 
pound. He believes all death losses 
may be prevented, if this is used at 
the outset of a blue comb attack. Be- 
cause this is a new product, you should 
consult your veterinarian before us- 
ing it. 


Turkey Broilers Make a Hit 


Turkey broiler-fryers have met with 
good consumer acceptance. In a re- 
cent survey at Austin, Texas, over 90 
percent of housewives who purchased 
such turkeys said they would buy 
again when they had the opportunity. 
Degree of tenderness, desired size, 
ease Of preparation, and high yield of 
meat to bone were the favored points 
mentioned by purchasers. Even though 
called broiler-fryers, only 23 percent 
of them were cooked that way. All 
others were roasted. 


Bruises Lower Grade 


From seven to twelve percent of all 
market broilers are bruised while being 
moved to processing plants, Delaware 
research workers found during a re- 
cent study. Birds weighed before load- 
ing showed the highest percentage of 
bruises. Rough handling and undue 
scares accounted for many of the 
bruises. Bruises lower the final dressed 
grade, so handlers should deliver broil- 
ers with as few bruises as possible. 
The Delaware study showed that care- 
ful handling, moving birds into catch 
pens to avoid excitement, limiting the 
number of birds placed in catch pens, 
and moving feeders, waterers, and 
stoves from houses before starting to 
catch birds are good practices. 


Good Management Essential 


Outstanding pullets are the result 
of good management, Dean Marble, 
Cornell University geneticist, insists.

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Oklahoma’s School of Veterinary Medicine . . . 


Nerving All the South 


EADERS in some of the Southern 

states have stepped to the forefront 
in promoting a progressive program 
of veterinary medical training. Their 
most recent interest has centered on 
the School of Veterinary Medicine at 
Oklahoma A&M College. Governors 
of those states which endorsed veteri- 
nary medicine at the college, as a vital 
project of the Regional Council for 
Education, have seen the school flour- 
ish since it was established in 1948. 

The Regional Council includes the 
states of Oklahoma, Alabama, Arkan- 
sas, Florida, Georgia, Louisiana, Mis- 
sissippi, West Virginia, North and 
South Carolina, Tennessee, and Mary- 
land. The purpose of the council is 
to give students in the cooperating 
States an opportunity to take courses 
not offered in their home states. Vet- 
erinary medicine is such a course. 

Each state represented in the coun- 
cil contributes to the maintenance cost 
of the Oklahoma School of Veteri- 
nary Medicine. A student who wishes 
to enter the school applies to the gov- 
ernor of his state; then the governor 
sends the application to Oklahoma 
A&M for further consideration. Stu- 
dents are accepted on a quota basis, 
and the states pay a stipulated amount 
for each student. Those who enter 
outside the quota must pay out-of- 
State tuition. 

Enrollment in the Oklahoma school 
is limited to about 40 new students a 
year. All applicants are _ rigidly

screened before they are accepted. “It 
is our intention to live up to the high 
standards of the American Veterinary 
Medical Association, as well as our 
own goal of quality in the school 
rather than quantity,” declares Dean 
C. H. McElroy. 

With a carefully chosen staff of 
twenty, the Oklahoma school is writ- 
ing a new bill of health for the ever- 
increasing livestock economy of the 
South, Its first class of graduates in 
1951 consisted of 26 members; in 
1952 there were 36, and the class 
which graduated in May 1953 had 30. 


TUDENTS enter the school after 

two years of premedical study. 
They are graduated after four years, 
having their studies concentrated 
largely on farm animals. 

Intensive training in theory is sup- 
ported by practical application of pre- 
ventive treatment, diagnostic, clinical, 
obstetrical, surgical, and pathological 
procedures. Along with the medical 
studies, courses are offered in radi- 
ology, jurisprudence, and business 
methods. Those who do not enter pri- 
vate practice can find careers in fed- 
eral, state, and municipal health work. 

Dean McElroy says that future 
plans call for the expansion of the 
$2,000,000 veterinary medical center. 
The clinical wing, with stalls and 
stanchions for animals, surgical arena, 
dispensary, and clinical classrooms, 
already is in use.

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What 
Is a Bull 
Worth? 


What to expect 
from calves in feed- 
lots is shown by 
evaluation tests

[#x0ucH evaluation tests being 
made by Texas Agricultural Ex- 
periment Station at Bluebonnet Farm, 
near McGregor, livestock men will be 
able to determine more accurately 
what they can expect from calves 
placed in feedlots. 

In announcing the tests, the station 
reported, “One of the most important 
characteristics of beef animals is the 
ability to grow rapidly, either on grass 
or in the feedlot.” Through these tests 
they are able to single out bull and 
heifer calves that have the ability to

gain rapidly and therefore determine 
which sires are likely to produce the 
best-gaining calves. 

The station reports that large indi- 
vidual differences in gain have been 
measured in recent experiments. Much 
of the difference is due to heredity. 
“As heritability of gain is found to be 
high, improvement of progeny in this 
respect may be rapid, if these findings 
are applied by beef cattle breeders,” 
Says a station report. 

Dr. G. V. Pazdral, of Somerville,

23 led all calves on test, with a daily 
gain of 2.9 pounds. The other two 
trailed, with daily gains of 2.6 and 
2.2 pounds, making an average of 2.6 
pounds for the three animals. 

“The evaluation tests at Bluebonnet 
Farm added $200 to the value of each 
of my bulls,” Dr. Pazdral declared en- 
thusiastically.

New Frontiers in Agriculture 


This guest editorial was written for 
us by Charles N. Shepardson, dean of 
agriculture at Texas A&M College. 


Our population has been increasing 
since the founding of this nation. 
Throughout most of that time we have 
met the ever bigger demand for food 
and clothing by expanding our land 
frontier. But that day is past. There is 
no more land frontier, yet our popula- 
tion continues to increase. According 
to government census estimates, it will 
increase 25 percent between 1950 and 
1975. 

How are we to meet this increased 
demand for food, with no more land 
frontier? Today our opportunity lies 
on the frontier of agricultural science, 
the limits of which no man knows. 

Increasing conservation and _ intelli- 
gent use of water for irrigation are 
turning desert wastes into productive 
fields and pastures. Through the use 
of fertilizers, soil conditioners, and 
cover crops, worn-out farms are being 
restored to productive levels above their 
original virgin capacity. 

Every year our plant scientists are 
developing new strains or varieties of 
crops that are more productive, better 
in quality, and more resistant to insects 
and plant diseases. Hybrid corn, for 
example, has increased our average corn 
yield approximately 20 percent; the new 
rust-resistant cereals have increased our 
potential wheat and oat production tre- 
mendously. 

Through our expanding knowledge of 
nutrition, we have increased the feed 
utilization efficiency of livestock and 
poultry. Recent developments in the 
use of antibiotics in poultry feeds have 
increased their efficiency by 25 percent. 

Mechanization and the adaption of 
electricity to many farm jobs is having 
a great efféct in reducing labor require- 
ments. And then our age of specializa- 
tion has led to the development of liter- 
ally hundreds of off-farm agricultural 
industries. These include such indus- 
tries as stockyards, packing plants, and 
locker plants in the meat industry, 
plants which dry, can, and freeze fruits 
and vegetables, milk processing plants, 
feed, fertilizer, and insecticide manu-

facturers, and others too numerous to 
mention. 

The young man looking to a future 
in this expanding field of agriculture 
has three types of work open to him. 
The first is in the field of research, 
either with commercial or public agen- 
cies. 

The second is in the broad field of 
education, in which he carries this new 
information to the public, either as a 
teacher, an Extension worker, a com- 
mercial field man, or as an agricultural 
writer or radio director. 

The third is the field of actual pro- 
duction, as a farmer or rancher, or in 
the commercial phase of processing and 
marketing agricultural commodities. 

Each of these is a challenging field 
of service. An abundant, economical, 
and efficiently produced supply of food 
and clothing still constitutes the most 
effective weapon against the threat of 
communism throughout the world. 


Government Aid to Agriculture 


THEORETICALLY, many farmers 
want to be independent of all forms of 
government control and _ regulation. 
There are times, however, when this 
spirit of independence weakens and 
they welcome a helping hand from 
Uncle Sam. Emergencies arise which 
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and Qyyiniin, 


demand some immediate action. 

A case in point is the emergency 
relief granted livestock producers in 
drouth-stricken areas of several south- 
western states. This relief came in the 
form of five percent loans and the dis- 
tribution of feedstuffs at bargain prices. 
This form of relief is not a subsidy to 
producers, and is not so considered. 
A large. number of producers still are 
opposed to price floor levels and other 
subsidies. There is another group which 
feels that the low prices for cattle and 
the surplus of meat on the market 
justify further government aid and more 
control. 

Opinions among producers of food 
and fiber vary considerably, even in the 
same community. There always is a 
question of how far the government 
should go in protecting prices and how 
much control should be exercised. 
Farmers generally agree, however, that 
foreign markets must be expanded be- 
fore we safely can abandon or material- 
ly change our farm program. 

The present program calls for parity 
payments on most farm commodities, 
and this carries with it the threat of 
acreage and market quotas. Livestock 
producers who demand a floor under 
prices should expect some form of pro- 
duction control if their plan is adopted 
as a permanent practice.
